The Book Truet.s have the puhlio in 
their grafp, and each year they tighten the hold upon the 
people and men ile^s'ly wring every dollar posf-il>le from 
their pockets. The book dealer is no longer a dealer ex- 
cept in name, but is the distributing agent (or the Book 
Trust!. The Trust not only fixes the pri( o he must pay, 
but it also tixes the selling price; a pitiful commisaion is 
reaped by the dealer, while thuu!<aDd$ of dollars of profits 
flow into the coffers nf the Bofik Trust. Their traveling 
agents are abroad at all times and are eHpeeiaily active at 
election time, and they not only select a candidate, but 
pay his expenses. Ff ho i-^ elected the high-snlariei? Inh- 
byists dominate hini, and if an opposition candidate is 
elected tbey buy bim if it be possible, In families with 
children in successive grades it is seldom the case that as 
the child is advanced to the next higher grade but what 
an entire change of books is required, and those used by 
the elder child arc worthless. The Trust manaues 
to have the laws so arranged that the lists are changeii 
each year, and the parents are compelled to buy new 
hooks. This state of affairs will continue and also grow 
worse unless the voters pay mure attention to public af- 
fairs and vote for none but honest men to represent tbem. 
During the late session of the Legislature much time was 
given to the bitter tight between rival book companies, 
and rumors of scandal and corruption were plentiful. It 
is high time that the people were calling for a new deal 
and electing an entirely new Legislature.
